ABC Development Corporation (also known as Associated Broadcasting Company) is a 
Philippine-based media conglomerate based in Novaliches, Quezon City, Philippines. The company 
was spearheaded by the late Edward Tan, broadcasting and advertising veteran in 1992, when he 
led a group of investors that revived the Associated Broadcasting Company which was founded 

by Joaquin "Chino" Roces on June 19, 1960. Presently, it is owned byMediaQuest Holdings, Inc., a 
wholly owned subsidiary and part of the beneficial trust fund of the Philippine Long Distance 
Telephone Companyheaded by business tycoon Manuel V. Pangilinan. 

Today the company has expanded to be the largest media empire in the Philippines. Among its 
assets are the broadcast television networks TV5 andAksyonTV, TV5 owns two-thirds of the 
country's largest cable company Cignal Digital TV and radio networks Radyo5 92.3 News 

FM and DWWW 774 Music AM in Mega Manila, as well as cable channels 5 Max Movie 
Channel,TeleSingko, AniMega and Kids5, and satellite channels Colours, Hyper, CEO TV, Salam 
TV and Weather Information Network and international channelsKapatid TV5 and AksyonTV 
International. TV5 also owns and operates a film studio, Studio5, a music recording studio,TV5 
Records, a publishing firm, TV5 Magazines and the direct-to-home cable service like TV5 pay per 
View.

Joaquin "Chino" Roces, owner of the Manila Times was granted of a radio-TV franchise 
from Congress under Republic Act 2945 on June 19, 1960. He then founded the Associated

becoming the fourth television network established in the country. ABC operated radio and 
television services from 1960 until September 21, 1972 when President Ferdinand E. 
Marcosdeclared Martial Law. Both ABC and the Manila Times were forcibly shut down as a 
result.

After the People Power Revolution in 1986, Chino Roces made a successful appeal 
toPresident Corazon Cojuangco-Aquino for the restoration of the network. 


New stockholders led by broadcast veteran Edward Tan and Chino Roces's son Edgardo then 
began the arduous task of resuming broadcasts. The Securities and Exchange Commission 
granted their application for an increase in capitalization and amendments to ABC’s articles of 
incorporation and by-laws. They were subsequently granted a permit to operate by the National 
Telecommunications Commission (NTC). 


ABC inaugurated its new studio complex and transmitter tower in San 

Bartolome,Novaliches, Quezon City in 1990, and began test broadcasts by the end of 1991; 
officially returning on air as the ABC-5 on February 21, 1992, with ABC Development 
Corporation as the new corporate name (Associated Broadcasting Company remains the legal 
name of the company). Its radio counterpart, Kool 106 was launched at the same time. Later, it 
acquired a new franchise to operate on December 9, 1994, under Republic Act7831 signed 

by President Fidel V. Ramos. 

In 1999, ABC was awarded the channel 47 frequency in Metro Manila, the last 

remaining UHF frequency in the market, with a powerful transmitting capacity, christening 

it DWDZ-TV. However, has been inactive since 2003. 


Cojuangco era Edit 

In October 2003, ABC was acquired by a group led by businessman Antonio "Tonyboy" 
Cojuangco, Jr. served as Chairman of the Philippine Long Distance Telephone 

Company (PLDT) from 1998-2004 and owner of Dream Satellite Broadcasting and Bank of 
Commerce, among other assets. 


Its biggest achivement was when its flagship channel, ABC, won as the "Outstanding TV 
Station" award at the 2005KBP Golden Dove Awards, with several other programs on the 
network also earning awards in their respective categories. 

In early 2007, ABC suffered a setback when it implemented a series of budget cuts, primarily 
directed towards its news department, which laid off most of its employees. 

On 2008, ABC-5 was rebranded as TV5 as it enters a partnership with MPB Primedia Inc., a 
local company backed byMedia Prima Berhad of Malaysia as part of a long-term strategy to 
make the station more competitive. This caused the revitalization of its ratings from 1.9% in July 
2008 (prior to the re-branding) to 11.1% in September 2009.12] 


Acquisition by PLDT Edit 

On October 20, 2009, Media Prima announced that it would be divesting its 70% share in TV5 
and selling it to thePhilippine Long Distance Telephone Company's broadcasting 

division, MediaQuest Holdings, Inc. to recover its assets from the Global Financial Crisis. It is 
formally acquired on March 2, 2010 and it is announced by PLDT chairman Manuel V. 
Pangilinan. TV5 was reformatted on April 4, 2010 with a new lineup of programming and 
branding as the "Kapatid" ("sibling") network.[3] 

Aside from its flagship broadcast television network TV5, the company broadcasts to 

many Filipino expatriates around the world through Kapatid TV5. The company has also 
diversified into film production (Studio5), music production (TV5 Records), print publication (TV5 
Magazines) and new media (TV5 Interactive), affirms its social responsibility through the work 
of TV5 Kapatid Foundation, Inc. and TV5 International, one of the largest international 
subsidiary of TV5 they started to broadcasting facilities and studios to further expand their 
programming and technical capabilities. 

On October 1, 2010, TV5 took over the management of MediaQuest's Nation Broadcasting 
Corporation stations;DWFM was re-launched as a TV5-branded news radio station on 
November 8, 2010, Radyo5 92.3 NewsFM, andDWNB-TV was re-launched as AksyonTV on 
February 21, 2011, a news channel based off TV5's newscast Aksyon[4][5] as well as its new- 
improved cable channels TeleSingko (interactive news channel), Kids5 (cartoon channel), 5 
Max Movie Channel (movie channel) and AniMega (Tagalog dubbed anime channel). The 
network's radio stations Radyo5 92.3 News FM and DWWW 774 Music AM . TV5 has 
established regional stations and news bureaus to handle operations in different areas 
throughout the Philippines and throughout the world. TV5 Global Ltd., a division of TV5 that is 
responsible for overseeing all of its international assets has offices and news bureaus 
throughout the world. 

In June 2011, Sports5 began a UHF sports network DWDZ-TV was relaunched the new UHF 
sports channel under the brand AKTV, which produce sports programming. [61[7] 

Through co-owned Pilipinas Global Network Ltd., international channels Kapatid TV5 and 
AksyonTV International were launched in April 2011. The channels were available 


in Europe, Middle East, North Africa, Guam, and the United States. On October 3, 2011, TV5 
employed a technology from Orad Hi Tech Systems Ltd. that utilizes the principle ofaugmented 
reality. The technology uses real-time image processing technology for live broadcasts 

of computer-generated imagery against a real set or background. TV5 also tapped the 

biggest touch screen display in the history of Philippine television as well as a WAR (Wireless 
Audience Response) room that is specially created for the coverage. In December 1, 2011, TV5 
Interactive was relaunched to produce interactive games are Dance Dance Revolution 
franchise was released with Dance Dance Revolution Philippines, with Viva Interacitve. 

TV5, the Kapaid Network celebrated the release of the new channel in February 14, 2012 on the 
NBC Tent, Bonifacio Global City Open Field, Taguig City with the event entitled, "Kapatid 
World". The event included mascots of notable TV5 

mascots, Disney and Nickelodeon characters with storytelling, an animals show, martial arts 
performances and a world of exciting attractions, booths and modules for kids. On 15 February 
2012, News5 begun using the patented 3D:LIVE™ for weather forecasting in TV5 and 
AksyonTV, the technology is the most advanced weather forecasting system in the world 
provided by Weather Central, LP based in Madison, Wisconsin USA. Hence, the new division 
ofNews5 for weather forecasting called Aksyon Weather Central is launched. 

In February 20, 2012, the Kapatid Network will launched with a dedicated TV5 is numeber 3 TV 
Network, although it will add the Kapatid branding used in the countries. The same day, the 
lineup was changed prior to GMA-7 is number 1, ABS-CBN is number 2 and TV5 is number 3. 
The new schedule will put the new variety shows such as and Wil Time Bigtime on primetime 
slot and will add the News5 newscast from Balitaang Tapat at 11:30am, Aksyon at 6:30pm 

and Pilipinas News at 11:00pm. The same day, the new red logo is used across TV5, along with 
the rebrandedAksyonTV, AKTV, Kids5, AniMega, Kapatid TV5 and AksyonTV 

International channels in varying versions customized for TV5 paints the town red and brand 
unification and refreshment purposes while creative director/designer Eman Paelmo rebranded 
TV5, creating the new identity, red logos with circle for white and number 5 for red and the look 
and feel. In addition to creating the new TV5 corporate logo, he created a whole new logo 
system to represent the company’s entire family of sub-brands (including the 

networks AksyonTV, AKTV, Kids, AniMega, Kapatid TV5 andAksyonTV International) and uses 
new graphics used in the Philippines, it applies to selected programs' promos and station IDs. 
Through affiliate Cignal, the network launched its own satellite television networks: lifestyle 
channel Colours, sports channel Hyper, and Weather Information Network. The channels were 
launched on April 14, 2012.{8]

The network launched an Pinoy online music portal Balut Radio and news video content 

site News5 Everywhere.|[9] 

ABC Development Corporation CEO, Rey Espinosa, will set to step down to assume his new 
post as Associate Director of the First Pacific Company Ltd., PLDT's majority owner. He will be 


replaced by Noel Lorenzana, the current Head of the Individual Business for the PLDT Group. 
The move will be effective by June 1, 2013. [ 

By December 23, 2013, the network will be relocated and begin broadcasting from its new 
headquarters, the 63,000-sqm TV5 Media Center located in Pioneer, Mandaluyong; vacating its 
Novaliches complex, which is in use from 1992, as well as its studios in Delta Theater (Quezon 
City), Broadway Centrum (New Manila), Marajo Tower (Bonifacio Global City) and the PLDT 
Locsin Building (Makati). The transmitter of TV5 will still be remain in Novaliches 

area.

officially returning to the air as the Associated Broadcasting Company on February 21, 1992. 


ABC Takes The Big Leap in 1994! logo use from February 1, 1994 to January 30, 1995. 

ABC acquired a new franchise to operate on December 9, 1994, under Republic Act 7831 
signed by President Fidel V. Ramos. In the same year, it went on nationwide satellite 
broadcasting. In a surge of phenomenal growth, ABC earned its reputation as "The Fastest 
Growing Network" under new network executive Tina Monzon-Palma who served as Chief 
Operating Officer. As a fledging station, it had taken a big leap and was now among the ranks of 
"The Big League". As early as its 15th month of operations, it rose to no. 3 in the overall TV 
network ratings with programming that combined American and all station-produced local 
programs. Part of their success can be attributed to their carrying of the Sailor 

Moon anime franchise, which effectively revitalized Filipino interest in anime. Amid the 
escalating network war, ABC succeeded in gaining a foothold, as the dark clouds of the Asian 
crisis loomed in the horizon. In 1996, the network premiered Wow Mali, a comedy show hosted 
by Joey de Leon featuring practical jokes played by the show's staff, and sent in by viewers. 
The show would become the longest-running show of its kind in the country. 

In 2001, ABC began to produce local versions of The Price Is Right (hosted by Dawn 

Zulueta and later acquired byABS-CBN); Wheel of Fortune (hosted by Rustom Padilla, later 
acquired by ABS-CBN): and Family Feud (hosted byOgie Alcasid, later acquired by GMA 
Network). This was during the height of the game show frenzy within Philippine networks, 
brought on by the success of IBC's Philippine editions of Who Wants to Be a 

Millionaire? (hosted byChristopher De Leon which is now home of TV5 at present time) and The 
Weakest Link (hosted by Edu Manzano). 


New management (2003-2008) Edit 

In October 2003, ABC was acquired by a group led by businessman Antonio "Tonyboy" 
Cojuangco, Jr. former Chairman of the Philippine Long Distance Telephone Company (PLDT) 
and owner of Dream Satellite Broadcastingand Bank of Commerce, among other assets. The 
new management introduced many changes including a stronger news and public affairs 
division, modernization of its broadcast equipment, and the acquisition of broadcast rights 


ofPhilippine Basketball Association games. Additionally, the network also launched a new 
advertising campaign and slogan, "Iba Tayo!" ("We're Different!"), which emphasized the new 
lineup as being more distinct and new than what was being aired by its competitors at the time. 
In 2005, ABC won the "Outstanding TV station" award at the 2005 KBP Golden Dove Awards, 
with several other programs on the network also earning awards in their respective categories. 
Until the end of 2006, ABC was a member of the Family Rosary Crusade. Its religious pre- 
identification campaign "Please Pray the Rosary" was played before every program on the 
network until the "Iba Tayo!" re-imaging campaign. 

In early 2007, ABC implemented a series of budget cuts, primarily directed towards its news 
department, which laid off most of its employees. The cuts, held prior to the 2007 general 
elections, left ABC almost incapable of coverage. 

In November 2007, ABC debuted an array of new sports programming, 

including NBA basketball, pro boxing, andWWE events, as part of a new five year deal 

with Solar Entertainment. However, due to their high costs, these programs were later dropped 
throughout 2008, and its NBA review show "House of Hoops" was cut back as well and 
eventually cancelled by April 2008. However, much of these programs, along with the PBA (as 
ABC elected not to renew its contract through the ended after the 2008 Fiesta Conference), 
would be picked up by RPN, who had begun a much wider partnership with Solar earlier in 
2007.

In March 2008, ABC president and CEO Antonio Cojuangco announced that ABC had reached 
a partnership with MPB Primedia Inc., a local company backed by Media Prima 

Berhad of Malaysia as part of a long-term strategy to make the network more competitive. 
Cojuangco said MPB Primedia Inc., in principle, would produce and source most of the 
entertainment programs while ABC would continue to be responsible for news programming and 
operation of the stations.[1] Christopher Sy was named CEO of MPB Primedia, Inc.; he served in 
that capacity until his resignation in January 2009 due to reported differences in management 
style.[2] 

ABC "signed off" on August 8, 2008, and then aired a countdown to its re-launch for much of the 
next day until 19:00PHT, when the network officially re-launched under its new name of 
TV5.[3][4][5] The company operating TV5 is still, however, the Associated Broadcasting 
Company and Tonyboy Cojuangco will remain its CEO.[6] Shall We Dance, some shows in Nick 
on TV5, Kerygma TV, Light Talk, and Sunday TV Mass were the only ABC programs that were 
carried-over to the line-up of TV5. 

In December 2008, a lawsuit was filed by GMA Network, Inc. against ABC, MPB, and MPB 
Primedia, alleging that TV5's lease of airtime to Media Prima was intended to federal 

regulations restricting foreign ownership of broadcasters.[7][7] In response, ABC's media 


relations head Pat Marcelo-Magbanua reiterated that the network was a Filipino company which 
was self-registered and Filipino-run.[8] 

Despite the lawsuit, the network's ratings were revitalized by the new management, as its 
audience share increased from 1.9% in July 2008 (prior to the re-branding) to 11.1% in 
September 2009.19]

Network with GMA 7 as the No.1 TV Network, although it will add the Kapatid branding used in 
the countries. The same day, the lineup was changed prior to TV5 is No.2, and GMA 7 is No.1.

ABC's new management team, led by its Engineering Development & Operations 
Division, is laying the groundwork for a highly-competitive, cutting-edge television station 
along a modernization plan expected to be completed by 2005 at a cost of over a billion 
pesos. The company-wide modernization plan encompasses the whole process end to 
end. Phase 1 is now on stream. 

SIGNAL IMPROVEMENT 

Top priority is optimum coverage and TV signal reception. To achieve this, ABC will 
boost its transmitter power and improve its antenna to maximize signal strengths in 
Mega Manila. It will also upgrade transmission power in Davao, Cebu, Bacolod, Baguio 
and Cagayan de Oro. 

ABC will also establish new sites. Currently, it has 6 UHF stations and 4 VHF stations. 
More ABC-owned provincial stations will be established countrywide. 

AFFILIATIONS 

Coverage is also augmented through affiliations. Adding to its fifteen stations nationwide, 
ABC recently affiliated with nine more provincial stations, enhancing its presence in 
Batangas, the Bicol region, Agusan del Sur, Surigao del Sur, Butuan, Palawan and 
Zamboanga City. Moreover, it has about 150 cable TV affiliates nationwide. ABC also 
has a powerful sister company, DREAM Broadcasting, which it can use to deliver a high- 
quality signal all over the country at a reasonable cost. Now, even small cable 
companies interested in carrying ABC programming need only acquire a Dream Box 
which will enable them to recieve ABC programs from Manila. DREAM TV is digital all 
throighout, and therefore of high-quality. Earlier, ABC entered into a partnership with 
RMN (Radio Mindanao Network) which now simulcast ABC's news programs. In another 
development, ABC is set to close an agreement with Echostar, the largest direct-to- 
home (DTH) satellite television company in the US, to telecast ABC programs in 
America. It will be called Tha Mabuhay Channel.

NEWS MODERNIZATION 


To gain a new competitive advantage, ABC has converted from along production to 
digital technology enabling it to enjoy unparalleled newsgathering and production 


capabilities. ABC is now equipped with tape-less or digital disk-based cameras, which 
use an oplical disk for storage rather than tapes. ABC isn only second to China to use it 
in the region, and the first to use it in the Philippines. For remote broadcast capabilities, 
ABC will be equipped with SNG vans and portable antennas or SNG fly-aways. 

The entire news process wil be server-based, thus every aspect will be fully automated 
and news will be gathered, stored, accessed, produced and delivered fast by a system 
that binds everything. All editing will be non-linear and file-based instead of tape based. 
LOCAL PRODUCTION UPGRADES 

This dunctionality in news will also be translated to local production. To improve the 
quality of all locally produced shows, ABC will be using the same cameras as those used 
by News as well as lipstick or hidden cameras where required. Post-production will use 
non-linear editing. Eventually, likr news, it will have a fully integrated end-to-end system. 
There is an ongoing comprehensive training and certification program to train and retool 
end-users on new technologies.

“Real Confessions’ with 30.8 percent. 

The Kapatid network continued to dominate Sunday TV ratings with “Talentadong Pinoy” 
leading the pack scored basic top spot with an average national TV rating in total viewers of 
28.4 percent, according to the TV survey of AGB Philippines.

“Wil Time Bigtime,” remained as the most-watched primetime TV variety show with an average 
national TV rating in total viewers of 26.6 percent.

In 1960, a third station was in operation, DZBB-TV Channel 7 of the Republic Broadcasting 
System. It was owned by Robert "Uncle Bob" Stewart, a long-time American resident in the 
Philippines who also started with radio in 1950. RBS started with 25 employees, a surplus 
transmitter, and two old cameras. 


During this time, the most popular horror drama series on Philippine television was Gabi ng 
Lagim, the talk show The Rafael Yabut Show, the first-ever dancing variety show Dancetime 
with Chito, the musical variety show on late-night The Bob Stewart Show, comedy 

show Eskwelahang Munti, the children show Uncle Bob's Lucky 7 Club, the first-ever counseling 
program Father Bob and His Telephone and the network's flagship news programs are Tagalog 
News, The News with Uncle Bob and Bulletin News. The canned foreign TV shows Combat, 77 
Sunset Strip, The Untouchables and the cartoon Popeye, Gumby and Baby Huey. Uncle Bob, 
pioneered the coop spots and live advertising promotions on television had 2 television cameras 
and a surplus transmitter. Made the network endear to its viewers when they acquired the rights 


to foreign TV shows abroad like Mission Impossible, Combat and more. During the '60s, DZBB 
TV-7 was home to popular foreign shows. 


DZBB-TV recognize the potential in canned foreign programs for the growing middle-class 
market. RBS 7 rated consistently at the bottom and it was in the brink of bankcruptcy and claims 
for the number 1 spot in ratings against ABS-3, CBN-9, ABC-5, IBC-13, MBC-11, Clark Armed 
Forces 8 and PBS-10.

1 edutainment program, Who Wants to be a Millionaire?, with Box-Office King Vic Sotto, was 
the no. 1 game show, a co-production venture with Viva Television, Flames of Desire was the 
no. 1 Filipino-dubbed Korean drama, Wil Time Bigtime, with Willie Revillame, was the no. 1 
primetime variety-game show and Hey! it’s Saberdey!, the no. 1 Sunday teen variety show in 
2011.

The Medyo Late Nite Show with Jojo A. gave viewers a reason 
to stay up past midnight. 

TV5 Mini-Serye successfully built audience acceptance for a new format via its first 

offering, Glamorosa, a co-production venture with Cinema5, and raised the bar for local TV 
dramas through its cinematic production values. Untold Stories mula sa Face to Face, with 
Amy Perez revived the docudrama anthology genre to become the next big thing in 2012.

Andar 
ng mga Balita, with Martin Andanar wrap-up of morning news, supplied simulcast by Radyo5, 
caps the network's broadcast as part of the extended programming strategy. 

Also launched in 2011: public affairs show Wanted, with Raffy Tulfo, the agricultural 

show Maunlad Na Agrikultura, with Nina Taduran, the investigative and public service 
program Bitag, with Ben Tulfo and talk show iMO: In My Opinion, with Mo Twister on UHF 
news channel AksyonTV channel 41. Other Current Affairs programs, medical show Alagang 
Kapatid, with Cheryl Cosim, the investigative news program Tutok Tulfo, with Erwin Tulfo, the 
newsmagazine documentary show Journo, with News5 head Luchi Cruz-Valdez and the court 
show Public Atorni, with Atty. Persida Rueda-Acosta, also led the rankings in their timeslots. 
The public service program T3: Kapatid Sagot Kita!, with Tulfo Brothers, Raffy Tulfo, Ben 
Tulfo and Erwin Tulfo. USI: Under Special Investigation, with Paolo Bediones celebrated its 
1st year of broadcast as one of the longest running and most patronized investigative news 
series in Philippine history. 

Extensive coverage was given to the national elections that commenced in the early part of 
2010. For Pagbabago 2010, the Public Affairs group sponsored debates for the presidential, 
vice presidential and senatorial candidates. On Election Day, News5 organized an election 
quick count tally of five million votes in all areas of the Philippines, then commissioned and 
delivered national exit polls in coordination with the SWS (Social Weather Stations) within 12 
hours of the closing of the polls. Live coverage of the election was provided from all live 
television points across the country, providing breaking news, updates, and reports across the 
country. 


News5 harnessed the power of satellite news gathering in its live coverage of the Subic 
controversy, the Cebu Pacific airline crash in Cagayan de Oro, and the Spratly Islands 
controversy. 

Digitized video has improved the “look” of our news, meeting international standards, and 
elevating the local standards of news broadcasting. The News and Public Affairs division now 
also produces “InterAksyon on Demand’, with a fully interactive news website that caters to 
how the user wants to receive his news via the Internet.

TV5 REGIONAL Edit 


The TV5 Regional Network Group (TV5RNG) handles the operations and studio maintenance 
of all TV and all FM radio stations for Luzon, Visayas, and Mindanao. TV5 Regional last year 
turned over most of its engineering functions to the Network Engineering Group in order to focus 
on TV and radio show production and regional news and public affairs which are aired on site- 
based stations of TV5 and over the AksyonTV. Last year’s major operational highlight was the 
inauguration of the Cebu Broadcast Complex in Mandaue, the largest and most advanced 
broadcast facility outside of Metro Manila. 


With the nationwide expansion of regional TV to all stations, TV5 is able to reach 100% of all TV 
households which are located in the provincial areas. TV5 Regional programming specializes in 
coverage of provincial folk festivals and sports events, as well as locally-produced mainstay 
news and public affairs, teleseries, and other shows in the regional dialect. Programming is 
regionally-sensitive and attuned to local radio-listening and weekend TV viewing habits, 45% of 
which is produced in the locality of broadcast. 

High-rating variety, drama and comedy shows are produced in regional dialects like the 

dramas Balod Ikaw Gapnod Ako and Bunga sa Patay Nga Kahoy, talk show Beng, the 
comedy show Dinhing Dapita Sadyang and Matud Nila Baby, the telemagazine Bisto!, 
morning variety shows like Sabado Jam, KSP: Kapatid Sabado Party and Zambo Jambo, 
game show Kapatid Winner Ka!, the morning show Naimbag Nga Morning 

Kapatid, Maayong Buntag Kapatid and Gising Umagang Mindanao, the teen show Campus 
Idols and CHUY, the singing show Awitahanan, the children show Okiddo, the public affairs 
shows Bicol Target and Halad sa Kapatid and the newscast Aksyon. 

TV5 programs top ratings both in the daytime and evening timeslots, with TV market shares of 
97% in Davao, 76% in Baguio, 88% in Naga, 94% in Bacolod City, and 90% in Cebu City, in the 
4th quarter of 2011.

TV5 International and AksyonTV International reach out to the Filipino overseas community 
with its Pilipinas Global Network, Ltd., the international distributor of international cable and 
satellite channel, Kapatid TV5 (KTV5)and AksyonTV International, which is currently seen in 
the United States (including Guam and Hawaii), Saudi Arabia, and Asia through five major 
international satellites. By May 2011 it will be seen in Australia and by June 2011 in Japan, with 
other Middle Eastern Gulf States, Europe, Middle East, North Africa and Canada to 

follow. Through distribution sales, North American cable subscribers now number 60,000, while 
there were 10,300 registered subscribers in Saudi Arabia in less than 10 months of 

operations. TV5 International and AksyonTV International’s owned and operated North 
American Direct-to-Home (DTH) satellite service reaches 15,200 subscribers despite the failure 
of satellite Galaxy 4 in May 2011 and the resumption of services via satellite Telstar 

5 and Mabuhay Channelin mid-June. Sales are strong in California and the U.S. East Coast. 
Through the North American satellite, dish owners now receive KTV5 as well as 

the AksyonTV, AKTV, Kids5 and the 5 Max Movie Channel. TV5 

International and AksyonTV International’s other principal business is to provide long 
distance services through fully-owned subsidiary, Telecom5, with the assistance of Smart 
Communications, which owns 30% of TV5 International and AksyonTV International. Last 
year, the “Tawag Na Kapatid” and “Kapatid One” pre-paid call cards combined generated 1 
million minutes of calls from the United States to the Philippines, while “Bayan Collect Sa 
America” generated a total traffic of 1 million minutes. Telecom5’s call mall in Milan continues 
to operate, with other call malls scheduled for opening in Rome, Madrid, Barcelona, and Athens 
in 2011. Telecom5 has a license-to operate application pending in Canada and the U.K., which 
will serve to meet the increasing telecommunication needs of Filipinos around the world.

Cinemagica and TV5 Broadway Centrum is TV5's theater operations division. After the first 
theater opening in Davao, Cinemagica opened two new theater movie centers, one in Ozamiz 
City, with three cinemas, and another in Laguna, with four cinemas. The Ozamiz and Calamba 
theaters are equipped with superior projection equipment and Dolby Stereo sound systems that 
rival the best cinema systems in Metro Manila. 


TV5 INTERACTIVE. Edit 


TV5 Interactive, in operation since 2010, was incorporated in January 2011 as the newest fully 
owned subsidiary ofTV5. TV5 manages its Internet operations through the Interactive Media 


Group (IMG), reaching out especially to the Filipino community direct access to news and 
information about the Philippines. The website’s news, entertainment, and sports and 
community pages regularly service 100,000 members and thousands more international visitors. 
The website fulfills TV5's mission to deliver “InterAksyon on Demand” and “InterAKTV on 
Demand’ via the third medium, after radio and television. TV5’s website features interactive 
boards and live radio and television feeds to areas not reached by regular broadcast. TV5 
Interactive's “Popstar TV” and “Bagets” entertainment site represents the very first example of 
direct entertainment linkages between TV and the Internet. TV5 Interactive is being developed 
for electronic commerce and retail services, directory services, and other innovative means to 
reach out to Filipinos worldwide.

Notable sketches Edit 


Good Burger is a sketch that took place at a fast food restaurant. The cashier, Ed played 
by Gordon Ramsay, was portrayed as a clueless teenager who always found a way to 
mess things up. A notable quote from Good Burger, stated by Chef Ramsay in every 
episode, was "Welcome to Good Burger, home of the good burger, can | take your 
order?" When not dealing with a customer, he would bang on the cash register while 
singing "I'm a dude, she's a dude, he's a dude, ‘cause we're all dudes. HEY!" Frequent 
customers include: Bernie Kibbitz (Matt Bennett), Lester Oaks, Construction Worker (Ted 
Allen), and Connie Muldoon (Gage Golightly). 

Cooking with Randy and Mandy is a sketch starring Drake Bell and Josh Peck. Every 
now and then, When Cooking With Randy and Mandy started, the two greeted each other 
with "Hi, Randy," and "Hi, Mandy." The two played a duo named Randy and Mandy, who 
had their own cooking show on the fictional channel 106B. Every recipe concocted by the 
duo always contained massive amounts of chocolate (for example: spaghetti smothered 
in chocolate syrup). The only reason they had chocolate for every recipe is only because 
they are obsessed with chocolate. In one sketch, Randy gets in a hot tub that, instead of 
water, contains liquid chocolate. When Angelique Bates left, the sketch was renamed 
Cooking With Randy, with the explanation being that Mandy had been sent to a chocolate 
rehabilitation center. A different chef would appear each time with their own preferred 
ingredient (such as a chef played by Chris Farley, who preferred ketchup) and Randy 
would have to demonstrate chocolate's superiority. 


Walter the Earboy discussed the trials and tribulations of a teenager named Earboy, 
because (as the theme song goes), "his ears are really big!" Earboy (Carlos Knight) went 
to a school where he was always made fun of. He and his three friends Pizza Face (Matt 
Shively) (he had a slice of pizza for a face), Tinsel Teeth (Keke Palmer) (her mouth was 
full of Christmas decorations), and Four Eyes (Ashley Argota) (she had four eyeballs in 
two sockets) faced teenage problems while trying to fit in. Thankfully, they had help from 
"a freak like us, but everyone likes him, and he's got a lot of money"-namely, Ross 

Perot (played by Jennette McCurdy). Mocking Perot's wild attitude, Johnson often threw 
piles of money in the air and offered insane advice to the foursome. The four appear to be 
students as Dullmont Jr. High School. 

The Inconvenience Store featured two "hoodrats" named Laneesha (Ryan Potter) and 
Latanya (Noah Munck) who work in a convenience store called Quick & Fast. They were 
loud and had a tendency to be rude to customers, and even verbally berated someone 
who tried to rob the store (Danny Tamberelli). Latanya's arch-nemesis was Latasha 
(Nathalia Ramos). At the end of the sketches, Latanya would say "It's time to get our freak 
on!" and dance to Miami bass music. Latanya was later added as a major character and 
Noah's (fictional) cousin in The Noah Munck Show, again played by Nick Cannon. 
Channel 6 12 News featured Brenda Stone (Gracie Dzienny), a rather obnoxious news 
anchorwoman, and Ray Borealis (Leon Thomas III), a weatherman who was often put into 
dangerous places to report the weather (i.e., a hurricane in Montana, the North Pole, 
Mars, Death Valley, a dumpster, a very tall building, etc.) 

Whateverrr! A sketch starring Miranda Cosgrove and Jennette McCurdy as Gina and 
Jessica. They played a pair of loud, ditzy valley girls who hosted their own television 
show. The duo commonly talked about very materialistic things, such as broken 
fingernails, and their obsession with Nathan Kress. This sketch, like "Cooking With Randy 
And Mandy", aired on channel 106B, and in addition had a set change and theme 
sketches, sometimes with famous people like NBA superstar Kobe Bryant. One of the 
sketches was on the 100th episode when Gina threw a surprise birthday party for Jessica 
which she bring out a birthday cake with the Backstreet Boys on it. Gina gave Jessica a 
present David Del Rio, the star of Cousin Skeeter after he was dragged off the streets 
from Gina and then wrap him up as a present who then escape after Jessica thanking 
Gina. However, Repairman appeared overhearing Jessica, who had just broke her 
fingernails, and started to wreck the whole "Whateverrrr" set which ended with him 
breaking the camera. 

Harry Bladder a spoof of Harry Potter. In it, Harry Bladder (Jerry Trainor), ReRon (Ryan 
Potter), andHerhiney (Nathalia Ramos) would attend magic class, usually potions 

with Professor Chafe, whose legs were badly chafed, causing him to be unnecessarily 
mean. The students often encountered the mischief-makingSacco (Ashley Argota). Many 
sketches including brewing potions that did silly things, like enlarge students’ behinds, 


give males large breasts, or change people into bras. In one episode, Kenan Thompson 
appeared as Headmaster Pimpell (based on his old character); his grotesque pimple 
turned out to be the head of Lord Moldyshorts. A parody of this parody was, in the 
show Planet Sheen, where Carl said Sheen's character in the play was Perry Bladder, a 
very close parody. 

= Crazy Cab Driver starred Ryan Potter as Zigfried, an incompetent taxi cab driver who 
would pick up various people. He would often sing "OL-LAY", annoy the passengers while 
driving, and call angry drivers "KUMQUAT!". One memorable sketch would be when the 
passengers were Miranda Cosgrove and Elizabeth Gillies reprising their roles as the Spy 
Kids. The passengers would never get to their destination and would fall out of the cab at 
the end of the sketch. 

= Vital Information is a sketch in which Jerry Trainor deadpanned ridiculous sayings, 
usually three in a row. 

= Know Your Stars a sketch that gave facts and info about a cast member or special 
guest. The sketch involved a random voice that made a mockery of individual cast 
members or guest stars with embarrassing, wacky, funny, but untrue facts. An example of 
this is: "Victoria Justice, hasn't brushed her teeth in 6 months." Almost all of them 
complain about this, with the exception of Totally Kyle (Drake Bell) when he agrees with 
everything the voice says and Pickle Boy who just tilts his head. This short sketch would 
appear during every episode. Brian Peck provided the voiceovers of the sketch. 

= ChitChat was a sketch that featured Stacy Chit (Miranda Cosgrove), host of her own late- 
night show "where the chat hits the fan!" Stacy always booked exciting guests, including 
pro skater Tony Hawk. Unfortunately, the guest would never do anything exciting, and 
often told long, boring stories (in the case of Tony Hawk, he wanted to discuss the joy 
of knitting). During those boring stories, Stacy would do something distracting to the 
guest, interrupting his/her story. When Stacy tired of the guest, she would scream 
"BORING!" and press a button on her desk. The guest's chair would then eject them, 
sending him or her flying out the window. In one memorable sketch, after Stacey 
launched someone, she went to sit down...unintentionally falling on the floor when trying 
to sit on her chair and causing everyone on set to laugh uncontrollably, including 
Giovonnie herself. 

= Trashin' Fashion starred Victoria Justive and Jennette McCurdy as Carlee and Marlee, 
two girls with a "passion for trashin' fashion!" The two would report live from various high 
school related events, such as a dance or a party. Carlee and Marlee would walk around 
the room and mock everyone's clothing choices but their own. Kyle would sometimes 
appear as the special "Nerd Correspondent." One notable sketch featured Carlee and 
Marlee making fun of police officers in too-small uniforms!

TV5 shakeup 


MANILA, Philippines - TV5 Entertainment and Creative Services head Perci Intalan finds it 
flattering that the station’s strategic approach to the competition is said to be causing a shakeup 
in the news programs of two rival networks, ABS-CBN. TV5 switching to be a No. 1 Kapatid 
Network. 


What we said about changing the TV audience’s viewing habits is finally coming true, Intalan 
told the Inquirer on Friday. 


TV5'also known as the Kapatid network has a new set of game show, the all-new Wil Time 
Bigtime, which airs with the new timeslot at 7:00 p.m. to 9:00 p.m. on weekdays and 5:00 p.m. 
to 7:45 p.m. on Saturdays. 

TV5's longest-running flagship newscast, Aksyon, airs with the new timeslot at 6:30 p.m. to 
7:00 p.m. It competes head-on with TV Patrol and 24 Oras of ABS-CBN and GMA 7, 
respectively. 

Marissa Flores, senior vice president for news and public affairs of TV5’s other rival, GMA 7, 
commented: Our observation is that it is largely the audience of TV Patrol that Aksyon and Wil 
Time Bigtime are eating into. She pointed out that 24 Oras remains ahead in Mega Manila 
ratings. 

News5 recently announced Paolo Bediones return to co-anchors of Aksyon last October 3, 
2014) 

Paolo Bediones were returned as co-anchor for Aksyon and Cheryl Cosim and Erwin Tulfo 
were retained as anchor for Aksyon. 

Meantime, starting Sunday, TV5’s showbiz program Paparazzi Showbiz Exposed was moved 
to the 4 p.m. time slot in direct competition with ABS-CBN’s The Buzz and GMA 7’s Showbiz 
Central. 

Mr. Intalan said TV5’s all-new primetime variety-game show Wil Time Bigtime with Willie 
Revillame at 5 p.m., the horror series Regal Shocker at 7:45 p.m., the comedy game show 
series The Jose and Wally Show starring Vic Sotto at 8:30 p.m. When the talent 

contest Talentadong Pinoy hosted by Ryan Agoncillo airs on Sundays at 8 p.m. right after the 
edutainment program Pinoy Explorer with Aga Muhlach, followed by the reality game 

show The Biggest-Game Show in the World-Asia with Joey De Leon and Richard Gomez at 9 
p.m. and Sunday Mega Sineat 10 p.m. 

Intalan added that TV5’s Sunday noontime show include game show Toink: Sino ang 

Tama! airs a 9:30 a.m., the comedy show Lokomoko airs at 11:30 a.m., Wow Samurai! airs at 
12:30 p.m. and the newest teen variety showSunday Funday airs at 1:30 p.m., to be followed 
by the comedy-fantasy series Kapitan Awesome at 3 p.m. 


The popular kiddie show Batibot, which TV5 now co-produces with the Philippine Children’s 
Television Foundation Inc., airs Saturdays at 8:30 a.m. 


It will be a solid programming block that, we expect, will attract a lot of viewers, Mr. Intalan said. 


The all-new Wil Time Bigtime airs with the new timeslot Mondays to Fridays, 7:00 to 9:00 p.m., 
after TV5’s news program Aksyon airs 6:30 p.m. time-slot starting March 12. 

The all-new Wil Time Bigtime, which is a 50-50 production partnership between TV5 and Mr. 
Revillame’s Wil Productions, Inc, when Aksyon will air to compete with TV Patrol on ABS-

PTV, the country's national television network, in cooperation with Silverstar Communications, 
Inc., unveils a new look with a new line of programs set to define a wider coverage toward the 
new millennium. 


The country's government television network began operations in 1974 as GTV-4. It was 
renamed Maharlika Broadcasting System in 1980 and following the People Power Revolution in 
1986, became People's Television 4. On March 26, 1992, President Corazon C. Aquino signed 
Republic Act 7306, turning PTV Network into a government corporation known formally as 
People's Television Network, Inc. 


In June 1992, the network was given a one-time equity funding for capital outlay. Shortly after 
he took over the mantle of government in June 1992, president Fidel V. Ramos appointed PTV 
Network's first board of directors. The Network was given a one-time equity funding for capital 
outlay. 


Since 1992, PTV has been operating on revenues it generates on its own. RA 7306 stipulates 
that the government shall not allocate funds for the operations of the network. 


PTV has been on full satellite transmission nationwide since 1992. Its flagship station, PTV-4, 
which is based in Quezon City, boasts of a 40-kilowatt brand-new transmitter sitting on a 500- 
foot (150 m) tower. With its 27 provincial stations and its affiliation with over 800 cable systems 
across the country, the network has extended its reach to approximately 85% of the television 
viewing public nationwide. Since then, PTV has set a new trend in the Philippine television 
industry by being the first to acquire digital technology. It is also the first network to use all solid- 
state transmitters in its provincial stations with power ranging from 1kw to 10kw. It is also the 
first station to convert its satellite transmission to digital compression as well as simultaneous 
transmission of main programs to the network's provincial stations and independent cable TV 
systems.

The 
weekend editions via spin-offs like News@1: The Week that Was,News@1 Junior and 
weekend edition for The Weekend News with Jorge Bandola and Rocky Ignacio to give its 
viewers a balanced mix of news and public affairs, educational and cultural, and sports 
programs, NBC 3 the network should "give priority to education, science and technology, arts, 
culture, children and sports in order to foster national pride and identity." Instead, PT V-4 fosters 
a culture of gambling and vices by airing programs on lotto, jai alai, online bingo, among others. 


Aside from the new newscasts and a new breakfast program (Good Morning Boss’), there's a 
new PTVprogramming; the same public affairs programs, documentaries and educational

Education Institutions of the Commission on Higher Education. Other educational and 
cultural programs on PTVwill bring back on television: Tele-Aralan ng Kakayahan, hosted by 
Cecille B. Garucho; Hands on Craft for Kidsand Kidsongs.

AksyonTV (English: Action TV) is a 24-hour non-stop news and general-entertainment channel 
in the Philippines. Owned and operated by Associated Broadcasting Company, it occupies the 
frequency previously used by MTV Philippines, a subsidiary of Nation Broadcasting Corporation. 
AksyonTV is co-owned by Nation Broadcasting Corporation. It carries newscast, news analysis, 
news talk radio, documentary talk shows and sports news with special focus on Philippine 
current affairs. AksyonTV is available in most parts of the Philippines via its relay and affiliate 
stations, as well as cable, satellite and Internet. It is free-to-air for all viewers in Metropolitan 
Manila through local UHF channel 41 and UHF channel 29 for Cebu and Davao. It started 
broadcasting on February 21, 2011. AksyonTV studios are located at TV5 Media Center, 
Reliance cor. Sheridan sts., Mandaluyong City; while its television transmitter is located 

at Antipolo City.[1][2] It is the first 24-hour news channel of free-to-air TV and the first 24- 

hour Filipino languagenews channel. 

It was announced in early 2011 that it would launch an international channel to support 
AksyonTV's local presence. In July 2011, Pilipinas Global Network Ltd., a company owned by 
Philippine Long Distance Telephone Co. and ABC Development Corp. based in British Virgin 
Islands will oversee the operation ofAksyonTV International. The news channel will be primarily 
accessible to viewers in the Middle East, North Africa and some parts in Europe and North 
America.[3]

History Edit 

Originally, local UHF channel 41 was intended to broadcast local programming under the 
supervision of Nation Broadcasting Corporation. Sometime in 2000, MTV Networks Asia Pacific, 
operator of MTV (Music Television) brand in Asia wanted to transmit its music channel on 
terrestrial television in the Philippines. Eventually, MTV Networks Asia Pacific entered into an 
agreement with Nation Broadcasting Corporation to transmit its localize music channel via its 


UHF channel and started broadcasting MTV Philippines on January 1, 2000 until the partnership 
ended on February 15, 2007. 

On March 2, 2010, MediaQuest Holdings, Inc., a Philippine Long Distance Telephone 
Company subsidiary, Philippines largest telecommunication company, announced the 
acquisition of Associated Broadcasting Company, broadcaster of TV5. On October 1, 2010, 
through its flagship station, it took over the management of Nation Broadcasting Corporation 
and its radio and television businesses, particularly 92.3 News FM and UHF channel 41. 
Consequently, UHF channel 41 went on air and began its initial test broadcast of its radio 
station 92.3 News FM from 12:00 noon to 8:00 p.m. (Philippine Standard Time, UTC+8). In 
December 2010, Associated Broadcasting Company announced plans to launch its own news 
and sport-related channel. On February 21, 2011, AksyonTV started its commercial broadcast. 
Last December 1, 2013, AksyonTV is no longer implementing its 24-hour broadcasting activities 
as the broadcasts officially starts from 5:30 a.m. until 12:00 a.m due to the National 
Telecommunications Commission's free-to-air TV rules on affiliated TV stations. 


Controversy Edit 


On March 16, 2011, Associated Broadcasting Company (ABC) and Nation Broadcasting 
Corporation (NBC) filed a complaint to local regulator in the Philippines, the National 
Telecommunications Commission against Sky Cable Corporation, one of ABS-CBN 
Corporation subsidiaries, broadcaster of ABS-CBN and TV5's competitor.[4] In its complaint, 
ABC and NBC criticized SkyCable for its inaction to the request of the latter and subsequently 
non-inclusion of AksyonTV to its lineup, despite local laws instructing all cable and satellite 
companies operating in the Philippines to carry all free-to-air networks. Under Memorandum 
Circular 4-08-88 (or otherwise known as the “Must Carry Rule”), all entities in the cable and 
satellite businesses are required to include all free-to-air channels on its system regardless of its 
capabilities. SkyCable on the other hand revoke its compliance to the order due to system 
capacity and will conform once an additional facility is in place.[5] On April 1, 2011, SkyCable 
announces the inclusion of AksyonTV on its channel lineup effective May 4, 2011 but made it 
earlier on April 30, four days from the planned May 4 launch. Recently, on July it was moved its 
channel assignment on SkyCable from channel 61 to channel 59.

DWFM 


DWFM (92.3 FM) - branded Radyo5 92.3 News FM - is an news/talk radio station serving 
the Mega Manilamarket. The station is owned by the Nation Broadcasting Corporation, a 
subsidiary of PLDT Beneficial Trust Fund's broadcasting division MediaQuest Holdings. The 
station's all-news format is co-branded with News5, the news department of the television 
channel TV5—which MediaQuest Holdings acquired a majority stake of fromMedia Prima in 
2010. 

The station's studio is located in TV5 Media Center, Reliance cor. Sheridan Sts., Mandaluyong 
City, while its transmitter is located on Block 3, Emerald Hills, Sumulong Highway, Antipolo City. 
DWFM is also simulcast via Kapatid TV5 and also has a television channel 

on SkyCable named TeleSingkowhere the studio and hosts of its programs by its listeners and 
viewers.

DWFM led NBC to establish other FM stations using a similar format, including Cebu's DYNC in 
1975, and Davao's DXFM. 


Joey @ Rhythms 92.3/923 Joey (1998-2007) Edit 

In 1998, NBC was acquired by MediaQuest Holdings, Inc., a broadcasting company owned by 
the PLDT's Beneficial Trust Fund. With the new ownership, DWFM's format would be changed 
in 1998 to become a smooth jazz station, Joey @ Rhythms 92.3 (later shortened in 2005 to 923 
Joey). Radio executive Francis Lumen assumed the position of president and CEO bringing with 
him his previous 10 years of managing the now defunct DWCT Citylite 88.3 (now Jam 88.3). 
Joey went on to target the higher echelon crowd - mostly embassy officials and deejays who 
were displaced by the departure of Citylite 88.3 in 2003, with a mix of jazz fusion, pop jazz and 
crossover sound, with a little more of the European jazz flavor. The jazz format would also be 
implemented on all of NBN's other FM stations, who used other female names for their 
branding. DWFM's call letters were also changed to DZRU-FM for the period. It was also during 
this period that NBC entered into a joint venture with MTV Asia for an MTV Philippines feed via 
NBC's UHF Network (Channel 41). In 2005, the Rhythms tag was dropped in favor of 923 Joey, 
with the station slogan "It's a Groove Thing". In January 2007, DWFM was taken over by new 
management, led by radio executives Raymund Miranda and Al Torres, along with sales 
executive Amy Victa. Together with the new team, the butterfly was dropped from the logo and 
the official call letters were returned to DWFM, the original call letters of the station. 


92.3 XFM (2007-2009) Edit 

On Easter Sunday, April 8, 2007, DWFM resumed broadcasting as 92.3 xFM, Before playing 
the very first song under its new format, the station played this liner: "This is xFM. The New 
Equation for Good Music", now focusing ondowntempo, trip hop and house music (and later 
expanding to include indie pop and easy listening—staples of the station during the MRS era). 
Additionally, the station also reverted its call letters back to DWFM. Interestingly enough, from 
August 2007 until the end of xFM's first iteration, easy listening tracks, which were a staple 
during the station's existence as 923 Joey, made its way again to the supposedly electronica- 
and-indie station's playlist, which led to the scrapping of the groundbreaking format on January 
2008. "re-birth" was instituted on February 2008 with the adoption of a very popular Adult 
Contemporary format "Smooth Jazz", thus reverting it to the same format as it had before (as 
923 Joey). 92.3 xFM has been re-branded into XFM 92.3 and adopted the slogans "Light N Up!" 
and "Light N Up Manila!" xFM 92.3 follows the likes of smooth jazz stations such as KNUA, 
KTWV and other stations that target the adult listeners. Coupled with R & B and contemporary 
pop favorites, xFM 92.3 mixes current smooth jazz selections and old memorable jazz favorites. 
xFM 92.3 has metamorphosed to become a light, vibrant and relaxing station to listen to in 
Metro Manila. In its run as a smooth jazz station, xFM used the following slogans: 


"Stress Free Radio" "Cool, Hip, Light, Smooth and all that Jazz" "Light N Up/Light N Up Manila" 


U92 (2009-2010) Edit 

On October 1, 2009, DWFM switched formats again, becoming the contemporary hit 

radio station U92. The new CHR format was also tightly cross-promoted and shared talent with 
the television channel MTV Philippines, which had been broadcast by NBN's stations until mid- 
2007 when All Youth Channels took over the MTV franchise in the country and converted it to a 
cable-only service). 


Radyo5 92.3 News FM (2010-present) Edit 

On October 1, 2010, DWFM flipped from CHR to all-news radio as Radyo5 92.3 News FM; 
becoming the flagship station for a new radio network operated in conjunction with the news 
department of TV5 (which PLDT media subsidiary MediaQuest recently acquired a majority 
stake of in earlier in the year). The move came as part of a plan to expand TV5's news 
operation in order to become more competitive with the other major networks, which also 
included the launch of a news network on NBC's television stations, AksyonTV (which also 
simulcasts some of its programming).[1]/2] Most of the personalities are former anchors and 
reporters from different AM-radio stations in Mega Manila including Neil Ocampo, Laila 
Chikadora, Cheryl Cosim, Cristy Fermin (from DZMM), Nina Taduran, Ruel Otieco, JV Arcena 
(from DZXL), Arnell Ignacio, Shalala (from DZBB), Izza Reneva-Cruz, Zony Esguerra 

(from DZME) and Tulfo brothers. 

In less than six months under the new format, DWFM ranked as the fourth most listened to FM 
stations in Metro Manila.[3] In March 2012, the Radio Research Council ranked DWFM as the 
number 1 news radio station in the market in a survey of motorists..[4] 

Also, in July 2011, Radyo5 became the first local news FM station to be made available in the 
World Wide Web with its inclusion in the TV5 website. All programs of the stations are 
broadcast live and can be enjoyed by all Filipinos around the world via Kapatid 

TV5 and AksyonTV International. 

On December 23, 2013, Radyo5 studios (including News5) was moved from Novaliches to their 
new home in Reliance, Mandaluyong. [5]

2000 Building, F. Ortigas Jr. Avenue, Ortigas Center, Pasig City (the same site as ZOE 
Broadcasting Network which located at the 22F). 


History Edit 


Several Reformats Edit 

When Kool 106 first went on-air in February 1992 (together with ABC-5) with radio veteran 
George Mercardo at the helm, its format was Hot Adult Contemporary, showcasing music from 
the 70s and 80s, alongside Top 40 hits back then. In 1995, when Marc Gorospe assumed the 
Station Manager post, Kool 106 flipped into a mainstream format playing mostly pop hits. 
Between 1999 & 2001 it became 106.7 Kool, that plays mostly foreign song especially R&B with 
a very few OPM hits. In 2001, the station went off the air for one month and completely changed 
its format. It became known as Ritmo Latino RIO 106.7, the first radio station in the country that 
played Latin music. 


Kool 106, 2002-2004 Edit 

In April 2002, Kool 106 resurrected as a Masa station with its format playing mainstream pop 
and OPM music. During the relaunch, Kool 106 and ABC-5 teamed up to produce a 30-minute 
interactive music show called "Kool on Kam", originally aired as a hookup with Kool 106 where 
the jocks can now be seen on TV with music videos. Kool on Kam moved to a primetime slot 
and increased to 1 hour in the radio hookup on ABC-5 where the jocks interviews with its 
featured celebrity of the week and the show launched its segments. Kool on Kam lasted for a 
year and a half. The station also has its first ever countdown separated where the top 10 OPM 
songs and top 10 foreign songs are aired at noontime and 6pm respectively on Sundays. Kool 
106 has also developed its "By Request" program aired weekdays 9pm-12mn and Sundays 
where listeners can call and ask for their requested song. Kool 106 as a masa station lasted for 
2 years. 


106.7 Dream FM Edit 


In April 2004, 6 months after Tonyboy Cojuangco took over the management of ABC, 106.7 was 
reformatted as Dream FM. The station aired in a smooth jazz format added up with R&B, Soul, 
Bossa Nova and House. 


After MediaQuest Holdings, Inc. acquired TV5 in 2010, Dream FM and its affiliate stations in 
other parts of the country remained under the Cojuangco management led by former ABC 
stockholder Anton Lagdameo. They became collectively known as the Dream FM Network, with 
TV5. On the other hand, MediaQuest manages Radyo5 92.3 News FM, owned by its sister 
company, Nation Broadcasting Corporation. 

Dream FM signed off at June 30, 2011 with the song, "Till We Meet Again". It continues to 
broadcast intermittently online through Hayag. 


106.7 Energy FM Edit 

Throughout the last week of June, plugs were aired on 106.7 with the statement "Si Pangga, 
Dreaming!", where the slogan of Energy FM Pangga and Dream FM's name is used. This is a 
temporary partnership between Cojuangco and UBSI, which took part-ownership of the station. 


Energy FM, a Hot AC / CHR station that used to air on 91.5 transferred to 106.7 on July 1, 
2011. Its programs and DJs premiered on July 4. Pipoy Palaboy (formerly known as Kenji) is the 
only Dream FM DJ who joined the Energy FM staff. 

Energy FM also has a radio segment called Saved on Energy FM, which plays christian music 
of praise and worship to God. It is run by Becca Music Inc., a Christian events company. It first 
aired on February 6, 2011 (while Energy FM was still on 91.5) and airs every Sunday 8pm to 


12mn.

NBC on radio Edit 

NBC has been identified as a major industry player, as it was the first network to broadcast on a 
24-hour basis outside of Metro Manila, it launched the first FM stations in the Visayas and 
Mindanao regions, and was the first to bridge thearchipelago with the utilization of satellite 
broadcasting. Launched in the early 1980s, NBC was the first radio satellite network in the 
Philippines, and continues to cover the live games of the Philippine Amateur Basketball League 
and the Philippine Basketball Association. 

In 1998, NBC became the only FM radio network in the Philippines consisting of member- 
stations named after their respective markets.Template:ClarifyTemplate:Cn 

DZAR was the first to launch in 1998 through its nationwide transmission. But in 2005, Pastor 
Apollo C. Quiboloypurchased all NBC AM stations and rebranded as Sonshine Radio. 

In 1973, DWFM was established as the first FM station during the Martial law era, MRS 92.3 is 
a music, ballad and pop-formatted FM station which based on most requested songs to listeners 
then turned into Joey@Rhythms 92.3 in 1998 and later 923 Joey enriched FM broadcasting 
and marketing from 1998 to 2007. Later on, xFM began on 8 April 2007 when 923 Joey was 
signed off on 4 April, just before Holy week. XFM contains ambient, chill, down-tempo, 


electronica, house, lounge, trip-hop and indie music on radio until its ground-breaking format in 
February 2008. 

In October 2009, the Manila, Cebu & Davao stations discontinued its Smooth AC format. The 
Manila station became U92, in partnership with All Youth Channels. It became the first CHR- 
formatted station focuses on MTV Philippinesbroadcasting from a state-of-the-art studio at 
Silver City Mall, Frontera Verde Complex, Pasig City. The Cebu & Davao stations became WAV 
FM, in partnership with AudioWAV, a company known for producing radio-like playlists for well- 
known Philippine companies. The other provincial stations retained their format. Last September 
30, 2010, U92 shut down following the dissolution of MTV Philippines in February. 


On October 1, 2010, NBC, in partnership with Associated Broadcasting Company/TV5, its 
affiliate, took over the management of 92.3 FM. Therefore as part of TV5's expansion, the 
station will become 92.3 News FM, the first news/talk station on FM band. Last November 8, it 
had its debut at 12:30am & its first day of broadcasting began at 4am. Since February 21, 2011, 
Radyo5 will also broadcast nationwide through its provincial relay stations on AM and FM. 


NBC on television Edit 

Nation Broadcasting Corporation (NBC-41) is a commercial UHF television station owned 

by First Pacificconglomerate headed by Manuel Pangilinan who is also the chairman of the 
telecommunications giant Philippine Long Distance Telephone Company (PLDT). 

The name was unfamiliar to many Filipinos as they know it was just a regular radio station. NBC 
TV 41 used to be asMTV Philippines. MTV (abbreviation for Music Television) is a cable 
television network which was originally devoted to music videos, especially popular rock music. 
MTV later became an outlet for a variety of different material aimed at adolescents and young 
adults. 

After 6 years of partnership in the Philippines, MTV Channel 41 has been put off-the-air after a 
multi-year deal with All Youth Channel (AYC) following the dissolution of partnership with NBC 
(MTV Philippines became a defunct channel since February 2010). It has been inactive until 
October 2010 when it began test broadcast as TV5 took over the blocktime of UHF Channel 41 
which alternates TV5's programming and at this time, it was simulcasted with Radyo5 92.3 
News FM for few months when it was debuted on November 8.[3] By the 1st quarter of 2011, 
TV5 will setup the first free-to air interactive-radio-on-TV type channel with a format similar 

to DZMM TeleRadyo and RHTV to broadcast after its initial simulcasting of 92.3 News FM if 
TV5 introduced this UHF channel. Also, it will initializing test broadcasts on various cable and 
satellite operators nationwide. 

On February 21, 2011, AksyonTV launched as TV5 introduced the new UHF channel. Even 
AksyonTV is also available on channel 29 in Cebu, Zamboanga, Cagayan De Oro and Davao, 
channel 44 in Bacolod, and on channel 34 in Baguio and lloilo. channel 32 in Tuguegarao and 
channel 28 in Santiago, Isabela It was launched last time at exactly 4am, airing its first 
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92.3 News FM

To push its software across another medium, Viva Entertainment ventured into television 
production in 1986 thru local filmdom’s hottest property Sharon Cuneta via The Sharon Cuneta 
Show.

Television is Kapitan Awesome on TV5 starting new Viva stars Martin Escudero and Empoy 


Marquez as Kapitan Awesome, it was moved to 2:30-3:00 pm on daytime slots in June 18, 
2012. 


Viva-TV goes Channel 13 Edit 

In June 5, 2011, Viva Television was relaunched as the newest sports and entertainment 
channel Viva-TV with the new logo, broadcasated feed on free TV channel IBC-13. The new 
schedule will put the animated series such as Winx Club, Pop

DWWW 


DWWW (774 kHz Metro Manila) is a C-QUAM AM stereo station owned and operated 

by Associated Broadcasting Company and co-owned and co-operated by Interactive 
Broadcasting Media Inc. in the Philippines. The studio is located at TV5 Media Center Reliance 
cor. Sheridan sts., Mandaluyong City, while the transmitter is located at Brgy. 

Tagalag, Valenzuela City,Philippines. DWWW operates 24-hours a day Monday-Sunday, except 
during Holy Week of each year where it signs-off at 12:00 mn of Maundy Thursday and lasts 
until 12:00 mn of Easter Sunday. 

DWWW is known for its news, public affairs, health & wellness programs in the morning from 
4am-9am; oldies music for the rest of the day; and religious programs Oras ng 

Katotohanan (Mon-Wed 8:30pm--9:00pm and Sunday 9:00pm-12:00mn), Sermon 8 
Compendium of the Catholic Church" (Sat 9:00am to 10:30am), and daily Angelus at 6pm. 


At present, DWWW 774 kHz is considered as one of the top stations in the AM band in Metro 
Manila with several top rating music programs from Monday to Sunday. 


History Edit 


[edit] DWWW 630 kHz Edit 

DWWW began in 1974 under 630 kHz. At that time, it was owned by Kanlaon Broadcasting 
System (now Radio Philippines Network/ETC). The studios of the station was located then at 
the Chronicle Building in Pasig. Veteran anchors and new recruits like Johnny de Leon, Rod 
Navarro, Noli de Castro and Vic Morales are some the announcers of the station. 

In July 1986, the Presidential Commission on Good Government turned DWWW (KBS) and 
DWOK (BBC) back to ABS-CBN. DWWW was renamed DZMM and resumes broadcasting. 


[edit] ]ZBM/DWOO/DWAT 780/DWWW 774kHz Edit 

The origins of the station started as DZBM 780 kHz in 1963 under the Mareco Broadcasting 
Network, Inc. This served as the promotional radio station for Villar Records and Mabuhay 
Records. In 1973, DZBM changed its callsign to DWOO, changed its frequency to 774 kHz and 
its format to news & talk. In 1987, DWOO changed again as DWAT and served as the first 
station of veteran broadcasters, Fernan Gulapa (now with DZBB), Willie Matawaran (now 

with DZIQ), and the son of the late Louie Beltran, Cito Beltran. In 1997, Vic Morales bought the 
MBNI's flagship AM station to the new network called Interactive Broadcast Media. The station 


revived its old station DWWW under 774 kHz.

On December 2011, owners of Interactive Broadcasting Media Inc. (owner of DWWW 774 
AM) announced that it would be divesting its 51% share in Interactive Broadcasting Media 
Inc. and selling it to the Philippine Long Distance Telephone Company's broadcasting 
division, MediaQuest Holdings, Inc. It was formally acquired on June 2011 as announced by 
PLDT chairman Manuel V. Pangilinan. In July 1, 2011, PLDT announced that DWWW 774 AM 
(AM Station of Interactive Broadcasting Media Inc.) is now an flagship musical AM Station of 
TV5 and they reformat to "DWWW 774 Music AM". The new format of the station is pop music 
and oldies. 
In 2012, after 15 years in its old home in #23 E. Rodriguez Sr. Ave. in Quezon City, it moved to 
its new home at TV5 Brodcasting Center, 762, Quirino Highway, Brgy. San Bartolome,
